Winning Rouex Result 
Of Most Tragic Fighting 


Germans Taken by Surprise at Dusk as They Did Not Expect Attack 
on Outskirts Until Following Morning—Then it Was Discovered 
‘Town Was Lightly Held and Advantage Was Pushed With Suo- 


cess by British, 


‘War Correspondents’ Headquarters, 
Tuesday, May 15, via London, May 16, 
+-There are some episodes of the way 
in which Rouex was taken a few 
nights ago which ehould be told and 
remembered, for the winning of this 
place was the result of many weeks 
of the most fierce and tragic fighting. 
At the end, the enemy was taken by 
surprise, not expecting another at- 
tack till morning, whoreas, it happen- 
ed in the evening at dusk, He may 
have thought there were not enough 
troops to attempt an assult at that 
time and the attack was not made in 
great strength. 


Two hundred and fifty prisonors 
were taken in a quarry on the wey to 
the chenical works, and some two 
hundred more in dugouts by the cem- 
etery and chemical works, where they 
jay low under terrific bombardment of 
ahrapnel, and Intended to come up in 
time to get machine guns to work. 


Our men, however, were very quick 
behind the shrapnel, and escaped the 
machine gun emplacements-—-one of 
these had a concrete roofing seven feet 
thick and there was a tunnel running 
west of the cemetery provided with a 
machine gun, which had given anxiety 
to our officers.

Novel Way To Raise Money For 
Royal Alexandra 
Hospital. 


During the first of a series of noon 
day meetings for the purpose of in- 
creasing the membership of the Edy 
monton Hospitals Association, held 
Wednesday in All Saints school room, 
the announcement was made that 


1,000 citizens are wanted who will con- 
tribute one dollar each as a member- 
ship fee. It was exptnined that tho 
Royal Alexandra hospital is now 
greatly over taxed for accommodation 
and therefore it is urgent that the 
west wing be finishea us soon us pos- 
sible, 

Dr. J. 8. Wright declared that no 
hatter hospital service can be obtained 
in the country than {s given at this 
hospital. It has accommodation for 
119 patients and has had a record 
of 133 in one day. The hospital is 
not as large as some in the eastern 
cities, he asserted, but the facilities 
for proper surgical treatment in the 
local hospital were the equal of any 
in Toronto or Montreal, 

The chairman of the meeting was 
J. A. McDougall and in an address he 
referred to the suggestion that the 
hospitals in Edmonton were run by 
a clique. He believed that the men 
{n charge of hospital affairs were a 
credit to the city. The average cost 
last year per jMatient for one day was 
$2.04. The total number of patients 
last year was 2254 which gives an 
average of 105 per day. He reported 
the receipt of a check from Archbis- 
hop Legal, to the amount of $200. 

Although he said he was full of 
many other things besides hospitals 
just now, Mayor Henry declared him- 
self heartily in sympathy with the 
movement for increased membership.

“THE COW BILL’’ 


The Live Gtock Encouragement Act, 
which was passed at the recent ses- 
sion of the Alberta Legislature, com- 
monly known as “The Cow Bill,” is 
now in operation, and applications are 
being received at the Department 
of Agriculture for loans under this 
Act. The Act provides that any 
tive or more farmers nay avail them- 
selves of its provisions by joining to- 
gether for that purpose, These men 
may borrow up to $600 each. The 
money is loaned to them for u period 
of five years at 6 per cent. interest. 
The farmer receives the full $500 and 
he has nothing to pay but $80 interest 
once a year until the end of five years. 
The only expense in connection with 
the loan is a fee of $1 for every $100 
borrowed. There is no further expense 
{n connection with chattel mortgages 
or the registration of the same, as the 
Live Stock Commissioner in the De- 
partment of Agriculture holds the vat- 
tle in security for the loan by means 
of @ government ‘brand, A certain 
amount of supervision is made over 
the purchase of the cattle, or rather, 
the farmer is given whatever assi{st- 
ancce he may require in the purchase 
of his cows. The money must be used 
exclusively in the purchase of cows or 
heifers, except in case a number of 
members of an association wish to pur- 
chase u pure-bred bull to be used by 
them as an association, and then 10 
per cent, of their money inay be used 
for that purpose. 

The purchaser of live stock under 
this Act must retain the progeny of 
the cows or heifers so purchased until 
the note is paid, except that he can 
sell the steers when they are two 
years old and use the proceeds in con- 
nection with his farming business. 
None of the original cows or heifers, 
or cows or heifers bred from them, can 
be sold without the written con- 
sent of the Live Stock Commissioner. 
This consent, of course, will be given 
in case a farmer should require to sell 
any of them on account of their being 
non-breeders or for any other reason, 
replacing those sold with other cows 
or heifers. In this way the live stock 
loans will practically ull be well secur. 
ed after the first crop of calves has 
been raised, so that there will be a 
comparatively small amount of risk 
either for the Government or for any 
individual member of an association. 

In order to avail themselves of this 
loan, five farmers are asked to Join 
together, signing joint and several 
notes for the money, so that in case 
of any man wilfully neglecting his 
stock there will be some interested 
person in the shape of another mem- 
ber of the syndicate to notify the Live 
Stock Commissioner, and he, under 
the provisions of thi# Act, can take 
charge of the stock so neglected, and 
see that ather members of the syn- 
dicate as well as the Government are 
protected against loss, 

Provision is also made in the Act for 
the Live Stock Commissioner to pro- 
ceed against the one man who so ne- 
glects his stock and compel him to pay 
whatever loss there ts without Involv- 
ing the.other members of the syndl- 
cate in a law-sult, the idea being to 
work out, as simply as possible, a sys- 
tem by which men can borrow money 
at a low rate of interest for the pur- 
chase of live stock, and still have rea- 
sonable protection for the Treasury of 
the Province of Alberta, which guar- 
antees these loans, and thus materially 
reduces the rate of interest, 

Already a number of applications 
have been received from associations, 
and the Live stuck Commissioner is 
now prepared to take the matter up 
with any farmers who are interested 
in the Act. Write the Department of 
Agricudture, Edmonton, for informa- 
“on, forms of appli ation and coples 
The Live Stock Encouragement Act.

RAIN HAS BEEN 
GREAT BENEFIT 
TOFARMCROPS 


Millions of Dollars Added To 
Business Prospects of 
Western Canada. 


WHEAT SEEDING IS 
ALL FINISHED NOW 


Farmers In Edmonton Dis- 
trict Very Optimistic— 
Grain Is Up. 


Money wealth in moisture has been 
added to the farm crops and millions 
of dollars to the general business pros- 
pects of Western Canada by tho re- 
cent rain, ‘There has been sufficient 
moisture, but this, added to what was 
in the ground before, wili give an im- 
petus to the growing upward of the 
already sprouted seed prain which the 
farmers have been putting in the 
ground so indust¢lousry during the 
past few weeks. The men and the 
horses after a short rest owing to the 
rain, will soon set to work again with 
a renowed vigor and a well founded 
hope of a good crop. 

The Hive stock is enjoying the taste 
of the new growth of grass after their 
winter's rations of hay and straw, Af- 
ter such a rain, the pasturage will be 
better for the stock and the returns 
of milk will be greater in quantity and 
richer in quality. It wit increase the 
output of butter from tho dairies and 
creameries of tho district. 

Personal inquiries from the f ere 
round about the city made Wednesday 
afternoon revealed a generally optim- 
iatic report of crop conditions in the 
Edmonton district. While the rain 
kept some of the farmers in the house, 
yet they were not all idle, for this 
year there will be a larger urea than 
usual planted to potatoes and the 
family was busy cutting up the seed 
potatoes for planting as soon ae the 
rain lets up. Others were taking ad- 
vantage of the resprte from plowing 
or harrowing or seeding to make 
needed repairs to the harness or ma- 
chinery. 

The estimate of total acreage un- 
der crop in the district for 1917, {1s 
as yet only an estimate, except as far 
as wheat is concerned; for the wheat 
is now all sown and somie of it is five 
inches above ground. The acreage yet 
to be seeded to oats and barley will 
largely depend on the weather, for 
oats may bé seeded up to the first 
week in June and barley even later 
than that. The general area planted 
to potatoes is agsured of being much 
Many farmers are planning to 
use labor saving machinery in the pro- 
duction, cultivating and harvesting of 
the increased crop cf potatoes. 

The following are the detailed re- 
ports from each locality: 

At Wood Bend, to the southwest of 
the city, the wheat ig up about 5 inches 
and the rain will shoot it right up 
steadily fron now on. There will be 
more wheat but less oats in this lo- 
eality this year than tast. A rain 
Will do good and will boost the grain 
up like everything. 

At Winterburn, to the weet of the 
city, the grain is ahead of last year. 
The general growth vr the vegetation 
{is as far advanced as usual at this 
time of year. The start may have 
been delayed but ine growth was 
faster after it started. Geo. J. Wel- 
bourn has 220 acres already seeded 
and while he used horse power, three 
of his neighbors have been using gas 
tractors and from these four farmers’ 
efforts a large area has been seeded. 
All othera also have been steadily 
seeding all the crop possible this 


year, 

At St, Albert the wheat fs all up and 
there is more wheat sown here than 
last year, <A start has been mado 
in seeding oate. 

At Belle Rose to the northwest of 
the city the seeding is as far advanced 
The wheat is up and the 


the growth of grain and grass. The 
pasturage is ahead of lagt year. 

At Excelsior, north of the city, the 
wheat is all in and up with an in- 
crease of 50 per cent in acreage sown 
to wheat this year over than of 1916 
Seeding of oats has started. There 
has been about 15 per cent increased 
acreage in the grain crop due to new 
breaking. The farmers are all doing 
their best to get all they can sedod 
this year. 

At Sunnyalde, to the northeast of the 
city, seeding is not half done yet. The 
wheat is all in and some of the oats. 
“he time of seeding is a little later than 
former years but the ground ig now 
in good shape and there should not be 
much difficulty in getting in a good ac- 


reageo. 


At Horse Hills, to the northeast of 


the city, the wheat is all in and com-

As defined by their newspaper 
friends, the view of Mr. Michener 
and his associates is that it was all 
right to give women the right to 
vote, but they should not be given 
a chance to exercise it. 

Opposition papers denounce the 
holding of the provincial election 
with an amplitude of language 
and an absence of argument which 
disclose that their real objection to 
an election now is that they do not 
think they can win. 


There are two good reasons for 
the return of the Sifton Govern- 
ment. One is that the Govern- 
ment has originated a great deal 
of useful and progressive legisla- 
tion and has given a pretty good 
administration of public business, 
The other is that to defeat the 
Siftou Government would be to 
replace it by a Government com- 
posed of men who have not shown 
any talent for doing as well. 

Herbert C. Hoover, who or- 
ganized the American relief inea- 
sures in Belgium, and who is 
spoken of as liable to be appointed 
food dictator of the United States, 
says that by regulation the price of 
flour can be cut in half without 
doing injustice to the producer. 
His record iv Belgium entitles him 
to the supposition that he knows 
what he is talking about. As 
there is no reason to suppose condi- 
tions in Canada are radically dif- 
ferent from conditions in the 
United States, his statement 
should help to give impetus to the 
demand for Government regula- 
tion of food and food prices in 
Canada, 


The Factories’ Act is intended 
to enable emplyoees of factories 
and shops in this province fo get 
enough wages to support ‘them- 
selves honorably and in comfort. 
That end cannot be attained by a 
Factory Act alone. The outgo 
has to be dealt with as well as the 
income before ¢he wage-earner can 
be assured a decent living in Can- 
ada, If the income of everyone 
in the country was doubled under 
present. conditions the  price- 
boosters could be depended upon 
to hoist prices and take the differ- 
ence, leaving the publie  strug- 
gling to make ends meet, jtst as 
they are now. Dominion regula- 
tion of food prices is the necessary 
complement of  ininimum ‘wage 
scales, if the wage earners are to 
secure a fair living. 

Canada is a rich country, but it 
is not rich enough to sustain an 
army of fighters at the front and 
an army of idlers and time-wasters 
at home.
